A Glance at the History and Along the Vista of the 
Future of the Nation's Capital

WoMGAHT cities in four dilferent States 
i sheltered the Continental Congress 


and ite successor, the Congress of 
ihe Confederation. Driven from) Phila- 
delphia tw Princeton by a mol of muti- 
neer soldiers deliberately unrestrained by 
civic authority, Congress determined to 
crente a capital under its oivn control 

‘Thos determmation Tourn expression in 
the Constitution, which provides that the 
Congress shall have power “to exercise 
exclusive jurisciction in all cases what- 
sever, over stich district (not exceeding 
ten miles sqiare) a3 may, by cession of 
particolar Siates, and the acceptance of 
Congress, become the seat of government 
of the United States.” 

In 79% as the result of a bargain mace 
hy Alexander Hamilton at a dinner ar- 
ranged) for the purpose by Thomas Jef- 
ferson, the seat ot Congress ws hae lor 
ten wears at Philadelphia, and after that 
Cirrie penmanently on the Potomac. In 
return for. this concession by the North, 
the State debts were to be assumed hy. the 
General Government—a measure which 
hail founcl small favor in the South, 

Congress, having charged President 
Washington with selecting the: exact 
boundaries of the Federal District within 

which the capital tty shold be located, 
Marvlanml! and Virginia ceded to the Gen- 
eral Government jurisdiction over the 
territory so selected, including the Mary- 


iris 


land city of Georgetown and the Virgmia 
town af Alexandr. 

Washington bargained with the seven- 
teen landowners tor thelr respective hold- 
ings ineluded within an area, whelly on 
the Maryland shore, extending from the 
Anacostia to Rock Creek, and from. the 
Potomac to the mage of hills now marker 
by Plonda Avenue. 

This territory, four and a half miles 
frum cast to west-and two anda half 
miles frotn south to north, was as hirge 
as that cotmpriset within the limits: of 
Paris, then a city of 800,000 pecple. To-

Th 1780, while these arrangements were 
in progress, Major Pierre Charles 1.'En- 
fant, a yveuong French engineer of thirty- 
five years, Who had served with distinetin m)

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Washington was inaugurated ag Presi- 
dent, and there the first Congress of the 
United States held its sessions, 

In three reports to Washington, the 
Inst atcompamned by the plan finally 
adopted, LoEnfant presented a scheme at 
once comprehensive anid attractive. He 
seized upon the plivsical features of the 
landscape andl adapted to them the ele- 
ments of his design; he planned a city 
with every adornment and every con- 
venience then Imnown ta man; he provided 
for necds of recreation, of learning, and 
of religion, . 

His plan oliwimash was based on the 
plan of the French capital city of Ver- 
sailles, with its focal points; racin! ave- 
nnes, water effects, and sich disposition 
of poblic buildings as creates an ensemble 
in Which every part has organic relations 
with every other part. | 

He wrote to Washington, that “al- 


though the means now within the power 


of the country is net such as to pursue 
the design to any great extent, ft will be 
obvious that the plain should be drawn on 
such a oscalé as to leave room for that 
nerrondizement aid embellishment which 
the merense- of the wealth of the nation 
will perinit it to pursue at any period, 
however remote.” 

This he proceeded to do In a manner 
at onee so comprehensive aul -ae fire thet 
the L’Einfant plan remains wthis day not 
‘lone o fulfilment of his trea, bur also 
a prophecy amd a guide for the future, 

Washington believed firmly that the 
Potormue Kiver was the future highway 
to the Ohi ccontry, with Ws rich lands 
and consequent prospective large poptli- 
ton, Both he anc Jefferson were con- 
yinced that Alexandria was destine! to 
become one of the great commercial cities 
of the United States, This prosperity the 
capital wotlk! share by reason of prox- 
imity. 


STEAM BATLAOADS CHANGED THE 
CUMMESTS OF TEAFFIC 


After Washington's death the steam 
railroad came to change the currents of 
traffic and to crente other channels of 
trade, The growth and development of 
the Federal City, therefore, came to tle- 
pene on causes inhering im the fact that 
it is the permanent seat of FOVErhnent, 

While L’Enfant was strugeling with

his grand plan, Willian Thornton wns 
bulking the Capitol anil hl Helen 
was at work on the Write House, 

These two buildings were the chief 
foeal centers of the L'Enfant plan: from 
In scale 
and design they surpassed any structures 
in the land. Based on classic precedents, 
excellent in their mass andl proportions, 
they embelied a simple dignity and sub- 
stantial elegance expressive of the lives 
and character of the menowho signed the 
Dechration of Independence and framed 
the Constitution, 

The generations that have come and 
gone stmce those entiy days have never 
been able to stirpass either the plan of 
the city or the designs of two buildings 
which preéminently represent the power 
amd simplicity of the Republic, 

The private response to the grand pub- 
lit initiative, however, was slow and hale- 
ing. Feating lest Jove’s Inbor would be 
lostoif, when Congress assembled tn the 
new city, its members should find io place 
in Which to live, Washington tank the 
lead by erecting at his own expense three 
lotises for there acconmyvdation: and he 
further showed his faith by beving, cn 
the Anacostin side, lands for commercial 
tes and, near Rock Creek, a syuare of 
eroimd on which to build a residence for 
hinselima project prevented by his death 
in E79. 


ALL OF THE COVERNMENT'S 123 CLERKS 
MOVE TH SEW CITY 


Durthg the strnmmer of t800 the entire 
force of goverment clerks, 123 in num- 
her, domiciled themselves in Washington, 
ak the Pedera] City came to be called. 
President and Mrs. Adams, arriving in 
November, found the Massachusetts town 
of Milton superior to that abode of fash- 
im, Georgetown. 

As for the President's Howse, there 
wis “not the lenst fenee, vard, of con- 
verence without,” while within mot a 
stighe apartment was completed, “The 
erent unfinished aiwvlicnee-room," Mrs, 
Abigail Adams wrote, “I make a drying 
room of, to hang up the clotnes in.”

CONGHESS TAKES UP I'S WORK IN 
PEAMANENT TOME 


President Adams congratolated the 
wople Of the L'niterl States on the asserm- 
hing of Qongress at the permanent seat 
of their government, and congratulated 
the members on the prospect of a rest 
dence not to he exchanged, 

‘There must haye heen some misgivings 
onthe part of his hearers; fer of the ave- 
mits and streets portrayed on the L'hn- 
fant plain not ene was visible, except a 
road, with two buildings on eneh side of 
it, called New Jersey Avenue. 

Pennsylvanian Avenue wae a deep 
morass covered with alder tishes, De- 
nween the President’s [vuse and George. 
town was a block known as “The Six 
‘ikdings.” anil there wire two other 
hleeks of dwelling-houses, and here and 
there isolated wowlen buildings, 

An extensive and well-kept hotel had 
heen belt on the east side of Capitol 
Square: but accotmidations were so lin 
ited that, as a role, Merbers of Compress 
dept two ina room, Speaker Sedgwick 
alone having an apartment to himself. 

The Scouthem metubers: for the micst 
part found quarters in Georgetown, drre- 
ing: hack and forth in hackney conches, 

Notwithstanding these inconveniences, 
the Incation of the capital city on aw hme 
timvigahle river, with facilities for mternal 
navigation that made it appramchalile by 
the population of the Western Stites, 
seamed! to the Ton.

Against trained) soldiers and sailors 
President Madison's tolitia was of m0 
avail, Om August 24a little force of 
stilers: commanded by Coninnelore Gar- 
nee caused a loss of some 500 of the [rit- 
ith: but the militta fed before the British 
cenld reach them, Then that “harbor of 
Yankee democracy,” the Capitol, was 
larrved_ 7 

The undefended White Howe, the 
Treasury boiling, and the long Hridge 
wross the Potomac also were destroyed. 
Nature stepped in to repel the invaders, 
Actorrential thomdlerstorn and torntide 
completed the destruction of buildings 
ihat luel escaped set fires: bot it also 
driwe the enemy tack to their’ fleet. 

Chagrin and pride stiniuleted the re- 
nulding, Congress was accommodated 
inom buitding. hastily erect by private 
subscriptions of landowners, who feared 
we removal of the capital to another loca- 
Three, 

This lilding, used during the Civil 
War as the “Od Capitol [trisan,” ts aw 
the headhyuarters of the Weir's Party.

CHOW OF TI CITY SINCE THE 
CIVEL WAR 
During the Civil War, Washington was 
an armed camp. More than once the 


Confederate flag flew comtempiously in 
Wain sight of the slowly eurving dome of 


the Capitol, Within.a chain of earthwork 
forts encircling the city, chorches: and 
echool-hoiwses were turned into hesprtils, 
while ail troops mised clouds of 
dust.or long lines of artillery cot deep 
ruts the mud of the unpaved streets, 

Once, on July ta, r8&o4, General Early 
appeared suddenly on the northern side 
of the District and within the tet miles 
sejuare fought a battle with an improvised 
force of defenders, 

President Lincoln, perplexed and anx- 
ious, appenred at the froit, his tall fern 
a target for the enemy bullets that fell 
abomt tim until the Commaniler-ineChief 
was ordered to the rear! 

The war over, the North parsed for a 
nie peril to gather its resources, and 
then began to. forge ahead along all dines 
of activity, liven Washington felt the

Congress created the machinery, andl,

CHANGES LX DISTRICT GOVERN MEST 
Between (874 and (878-2 form of pov- 
ernment for the District was devised! and 
set inmotion, hy means of which the pro- 
vision in the Constitution giving Congress 
exclusive jurisdiction over the sent otf 
eovermment hegan to have real meaning: 
Both the people and Congress were 
just leginning to renlize that Washington 
was pomany the nation's capital, and 
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mitts be treated os such, The night to 
vete for local officials was taken away, 
Executive functions were ludged in a 
beard of three commissioners, two ap 
pomte! by the President from among 
Tesdents antl one detailed from the Engi- 
neer Corps of the Army, | | 
Taxes were paid into the United States 
‘Freasury, and twice the amount ao epl- 
lected might be appropriated by Congress 
to pai the expenses of ecrvic government, 
the theory being that half the property in 


the District of Columbia was public prop-

The various items of municipal honse- 
keeping recerver! needed. artention—water 
supply, filtration, sewage disposal, street

THE DIG ARY OF CONGRESS 


In the Lilirary of Cepurress, completed! 
in iSy7, the people of the Lnited States 
live found satisfaction, Thowsands of 
visitors come to itdadly, not only te ase 
its facilities, but also to enjoy the display 
of portions of its treasures, and particu. 
larly tu admire the sculpture andl mitral 
paintings (see Color Plate] and page 578). 

These improvements had the effect of 
attracting to Washingten people fran all 
over the land, who beat fine howes along 
the newly apne avenues or filled the 
rider ha a ne apartment houses con- 
structed tor ther aceommiodation Chr. 
fatizatrons—bustmness, irubustrial, scien- 
tihe, philanthropie—estalidished healquar- 
ters, each manned by directing atl cler- 
ral forces, | 

The. gevernment itself was constantly 
expanding, thereby creating a demand for 
public bindings, as well as homes for 
clerks, 

During the first half century of the Re- 
public the plan prepared by L'Enfant, 
approved by Washington, ar! adopted 
by Congress had been followed of stiypier- 
stifled, as the whim of the moment-dic- 
taterl. 

After the passing of President John 
Chauncy Adams, the authority of the plan, 
never strong, had dwindled into vague

THE CEXTENNIAL VEAR INSPIRES KEW 
SKIT 

Throughout the year of 1900 there wis 
in the air a feeling thatthe time hai! enme 
to set in order the National Capital, 
Possibilities, never altogether Jost sight 
wf. came to take the shape ot duties; — 

It was the centennial year of the perma- 
nent removal of the seat of government 
to the District of Colombia, President 
McKinley called to the White [ouse the 
govermirs Of the States, Congress Iteld 
approprhite exercises, The ¢ivic organi- 
zations paraded Peinsylvanin Avenue, 
The Amerivan [Institute of Architects de- 
voted a session of ther apnual conven- 
tion to m series of papers on the im- 
provettients netded to place Washimyton 
abreast of the great capitals of the world. 


Chere were a multitude of counsels 
and ouch wisdom, bute no leadership: 
and Congress adjourned with nothing 
stated, 

‘Then at oan ¢xecutive session of the 
Sernote, In March, 1901, Senntor MecMil- 
lan, of Michigan, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, se- 
cured the passage of a resolution ¢irect- 
ing that committee to report aplan for 
the improvement of the park system of 
the District. Authority, was giver to em- 
play experts to prepare the plan, 

For ten years the Michigan Senator 
had devoted bis time and atnlites to: the 
interests of Washington,  lussessed of 
wealth, trained in the handling of public 
utilities, fearless in making expenditures 
tn accomplish large resulta, knowing by 
experience the necessity Of obtaming the 
best possible advice to solve technical 
problems, and having unbotmded faith 
othe future of the nation and tts capital, 
Senntor MeMillan determined to spare 
neither pains nor money to place before 
the people of the United States a plan at 
mnce so comprehensive, so logical, and so 
fitte thar it would appeal to the patriotism, 
the pride, and the power of the nation. 

Eight years previously the people of 
Chicage had stirred the tmagination and 
quickened the artistic sense of the country 
by creating on the barren shores of Lake 





Michizana city of a day, indeed, but of 
surpassing beauty in the desi aml ex- 
ecution of twikdings and landscape. 

Senntor MeMillan called om the men 
who had created the White City to put 
aside their own tasks for a time, and a4 4 
atretic duty to prepare aoplan for the 
continudis developmert of the City of 
Washington on a scale no less grand and 
fire thin the fathers af the Repubhe, with 
thetr large vision, had eccmeeiverd, 

He called ty the task Daniel H. Born- 
ham, director of works af the Chicago 
Fair, and his tried colleagues, Charles F. 








Mehim, architect, and Augustus Sainit- 
Gandens, sculptor, together with Fred- 


erivk Law Olmsted, Tr. whose father 
primarily was responsible for the general 
plan at Chicago, 

In wrder that there should be neither 
(lelay nor questions of EX PEMse, the Scnn- 
tor acdvarnwed the funds tecessary to the 
pronipt execution of the work, taking 
chances of ultimate repayment, 

After ten months of intense study, both 
in this country and in [emnipe, the Senate 
Park Commission reported a plan for the 
comprehensive and orderly development 
of the entire District of Columbia, inchud- 
rag the location of public buildings, sites 
for histeri¢ monuments, and the distri- 
bution of park areas, with connecting 
parkwars, 

With a wealth of paintings, photo- 
prapls, models, and drawings, the Com- 
mission pactured to the eve eoriceptintte 
that appealed te the civie comsciousness 
of the people, Not the least mettt of the 
new plan was the fact that it had for its 
very frnrilanon the L'hnfant plan, of 
h2, approved by Washington and Jet- 
ferson, 


ALL OWI RCTIONS OVERRULED 


Then came the mevitable reaction, Ob- 
ievtions developed thick and fast. The 
fuuse of Representatives had not been 
consulted. The plans were the dream of 
impractical artists. The costs would be 
prottitive. The changes would be too 
ratical, The plans would never be car- 
ried cnt, | 

To all objectors and objections Senator 
Me Millan mide the calm reply. “Tf the 
plan is a good one, the Aimerican people 
will carry it ont; ff it is a hact one, it will 
fail, as te will deserve tu fail.”

He himself set to work to realize the 
hrat clenvents, 

The Park Commission saw clearly that 
the whole developrment of Washington 
was based on the removal of the railway 
tracks from the Mall and the restoration 
Of the park connection between Capitol 
ani) White Howse, In Londen they met 
Mresident Cassatt, of the Pennsylvanian 
Railroad, explained to him the situation, 
ind sécured hts prompt assurance that, 
contingent on suitable legislation lay Con- 
gress, he was willing to withilraw from 
the strategic position eeeapied Ly tins til 
road and to build a Linton Station north 
at the Capitol, 

A bill toe relocate the Petnsylvania 
Katlroal and to provide for a station 
which should net only combine all the 
railroges leading into the city, bat which 
alse: Should be a monumental gatewny to 
the nation’s capital, was introduced hy 
Senator Me Millan, who piloted it through 
the Semite and secured the assent of 
leaders uf the Hewpsr. 


THE RAILWOAD TINALLY REMOVED FRM 
VIE OEALL 


At this juncture Senator MeMillan died 
snddenly. ‘The impetus already acquired 
carried the railroad legislation to) com- 
pletion, Henceforth, however, the plan 
of 1QOt must stand. or fall bv reason wf 
it own doherent merits: Yer had the 
senate Park Comission accomplished 
Ho other result than the removal of the 
railrened tracks from. the Afnll, ir would 
have justified its creation. 

Next to the railroad removal, the big- 
gest (problem was to bring the Wast- 
inpton Monument inte proper relations. 

Tn the L'Enfant plan the equestrinn 
statue of George Washington voted by 
the Continental Congress was appropri 
ately located at the: crossing of the axis 
of the Capitol and that of the White 
Hose. President Jefferson had the point 
tiairked by a small monament of stones. 

Half o century elapsed before patrintic 
sentiment was Sslirre) i todertake a 
truly national monument, and then Con- 
gress left the matter to private initiative, 
A detign by Robert Mills, showing the 
present monument, with a circular base 
to be used as a museum, was accepted 
For thirty years the werk of money-

On July 4, 187%, the centennial year of 
independence, Senator John Sherman 
fanned the sparks of congressiimal patri- - 
ottetn into a blaze sufficient ultimately to 
carry the work te completion, 

At no time, however, was consideration 
given to-establishing the site with refer- 
eve to either Camtil ar White blouse. 
Die te this oversight, the Monument site 
required a surgical operation to reestab- 
lish. negected relationships, 

This the Commission aceomplished hy 
drawing a Hine from the dome of the 
Capitol to the Monument and- relating to 
this new ‘axis ‘all future lvvililingrs and 
tlanting to the Mall, | 

In respect af artistry, the promoters of 
the Washington Monument had builded 
better than they knew. In urge Con- 
grees to provide for its completion, Rul: 
ert C. Wintlirop, so ite me 188e, adl- 
mitted that “the structure would make no 
appeal te a close am! critical inspection 
asa work of art; int.” he contended, “it 
wold pive a crowning finish to the grand 
public buildings of the capital and wenule 
add a ronmyure feature to the surrounding 
lindsenpe, 2... Tt would he emi- 
nenthy a monument far the appreciation 
ofthe many, if mot of the few, and thus 
welll verify the desigmation originally 
riven tu it of the People’s Monument to 
their mest WMiustricas lenefacter. 

— Twenty years later the Senate Park 
Commission, composed of artists as capa- 
lilt as any ever known to America, re- 
ported that, “Taken by itself. the Wash- 
ngrtern AL ornrmerit statuls ‘not only as One 
of the most stupendous works of man, 
but also as ome of the most leantiful of 
hinan creations. Tncdeed, it is at ance so 
preat and so simple that it seems to be 
almost a with of nature.” 

VICISSITUDES AND TRILMPTIS 

The test of the plan of 1901 soon ful-

corhinitice of either house of Congress.” 

President ‘Taft appointed as chairman 
af the Commission of Fine Arts, created 
by Congress by the act af Moy 17, bare, 
Mr. Burnham, and associsted with him 
Mr. Olmsted, of the former Senate Com- 
mission: also Mr. Thomas Mastings, Mr. 
Daniel Chester French, Mr. Francis. D. 
Millet, Mr. Cass Gilbert, and Mr. Charles 
Aloore.* 

Cine of the first. questions.submitted to 
the Commission of Fine Arts was the lo-

Thereupon a great difference of opin- 
jon arose. Again the opponents of the 
plan of ido. determined to break it down, 
and they had the support of antemebile 
interests amd others, whe desired that the 
memorial te Lincotn should take the form 
of a highway to Gettysburg. The adher- 
etits of the plan were skilfully led hv 
Senator Elihu Root, who from the begin-

In the end the plan won. Later, on rec 
ommendation of the Commission of Fine 
Arts, Eleney Bacon was appointed the 
architect of the memorial. and he named 
Mir, French as the sculptor and Jules

Many subordinate skirmishes and bat- 
tlea have been fought and won during the 
twenty-une vears <ince the plan was pul 
lished, the latest one beeing aver te trices 
tion of the Mentorial Gridge planned to 
connect “the Lincoln Memorial with the 
Arington National Cemetery, President 
Harding and the Bridge Commission de- 
cided to adhere to the ah lescativent.

The frequent changes in the officials

FR AVWE American people hove waited 
fifty-seven years for a national 
memorial to Aliraham Linentn,

In toot, ander the generous and far- 
seeing favor of James MeMillan, in
